CERBOLI ISLAND 
ITALY, EUROPE 


| n the cobalt blue waters where the Tyrrhenian Sea and 


Ligurian Sea meet off the Italian coast, lies the Tuscan 
Archipelago. Nature runs wild in this small island group 
where the landscape is a blend of Mediterranean scrub, 
craggy cliffs and both sandy and pebbled beaches. 


Only one freehold island is available for purchase in this 
region, and it's an undeveloped gem. Ten-acre Cerboli 
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Island, covered in fragrant garrigue, flowering cistus 
and dark green marine mastic bushes, basks in the sun 
halfway between Piombino and Elba island. Cerboli's 
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limestone cliffs overlook crystal-clear waters ideal for 
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snorkeling or scuba diving, and its mild climate gives it 
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a year-round appeal. At the island’s highest point is a 
lookout tower built in 1100 by the Republic of Pisa. 


During the 20th century, Cerboli was used as a limestone 
quarry to supply Piombino’s Ilva steel plant and remnants 
of buildings from that era still dot the terrain. The island is 
now considered a Bioitaly protected environment within 
the Tuscan Archipelago National Park, and is even home 
to a small lizard subspecies that exists nowhere else in 
the world. 


Despite its remote feel, Cerboli is only 4.3 nautical miles 
from Elba, the biggest island in the archipelago and the 
third largest in Italy. History buffs will remember Elba as 
the place of Napoleon Bonaparte’s exile in 1814, but it’s 
best known today for its 150 beaches, the rich diversity 
of corals and fish that entice snorkelers to its seabeds, 
and breathtaking cliffs for hiking and mountain biking. It 
also has an airport offering frequent daily flights to major 
cities throughout Italy. 


An appeal is currently pending with the National Park 
Board to recover the remains of Cerboli’s quarry 
buildings to construct an eco-friendly villa on the island, 
which would greatly elevate its value; but even in its 
natural glory, the island represents the ultimate status 
symbol - a romantic place to get lost under the Tuscan 
sun.

n Florida's West Coast, the pace is slower and nature 
Oʻ more breathing room. Dolphins frolic around the 
barrier islands and manatees nibble seagrass in the warm 
shallows of the Gulf of Mexico.

Flower-shaped Taha'a, about 120 miles northwest of Tahiti, 
is "The Vanilla Island," and its air is rich with the scent of 
its namesake plant. The island is filled with plantations that 
produce this beloved cooking spice, one of Tahiti's greatest 
exports. Visitors often tour the fertile valleys to see a vanilla 
plantation, or adventure into the mountains on one of the 
island's many ancient hiking trails.

ritish Columbia's remote Central Coast harbors 
ER world's largest temperate rainforest, a place 
where First Nation communities have long held a 
deep relationship with the land and researchers 
gather to study the area's incredible biodiversity.

By eliminating high-pressure pumps and 
generators, unnecessary noise vanishes as well, allowing 
the island's natural soundtrack of wind and waves to 
return to the forefront where it belongs. 


After its successful pilot launch in Indonesia, the company 
now offers customizable, off-the-grid water makers for 
homes, resorts and communities of all sizes — or even 
entire municipalities. Elemental Water Makers' inaugural 
residential project, a private island home in the British 
Virgin Islands, already has seen its carbon-dioxide 
emissions drop 25 metric tons per year and reduce the 
cost of water by 6396.
